I. Traeger has arranged for lec­ 
tures to be delivered by members 
of the sheriff's office to the 12.000 
Boy Scouts In Los Angeles, the 
lecture! to be delivered at each 
troop's headquarters.

"There never has been a Boy 
Scout In the county jail," says 
Sheriff Traeger.- "This fact Is more 
significant when we consider that 
19 percent of all people placed In 
ttin county Jail are 21 years of
ILBC."

Inculcated when boys arc In tbatr 
toons Is of more Importance than 
nil the crime correction ever noitod 
out.
